Thomas took over the operation of 
the Gilbert and Smith mill in Get­ 
tysburg. 
He gave up milling to 
start farming in the county about 
1900. 
Mr. Thomas lived 
in 
Franklin 
county during the battle of Gettys­ 
burg. 
He often 
recalled 
visiting 
Gettysburg at the conclusion of the 
battle. During the Civil war period 
he was a member of a group of 
young men w hose duty it was to hide 


I the horses in the community so the 
soldiers could not take the animals. 
In addition to serving as a mem­ 
ber of the Gettysburg town coun­ 
cil as a representative of the sec­ 
ond ward, Mr. Thomas also was a 
county auditor for one term.

1) Allow abated taxes to be paid 
off. without penalty or interest, at 
the rate of IO per cent or more for 
each of four years and the balance 
the fifth year. 
2) Require the 1941 taxes be paid 
in full before next NOV. I, and that 
current taxes and the installments 
on abated taxes be kept up to date 
over the five year period, or the 
benefits of the act w'ould be for­ 
feited.

I F IT is impossible to say th a t 
* David L o th ’s “W oodrow W ilson; 
the 
F ifteen th 
P oint,” 
is 
deeply 
searching, it is equally possible to 
say th a t it has both balance and 
rcadablity. 
The balance is m ostly 
based on hindsight. Now it is possible 
to sec the failures of W ilson in th e 
lig h t of w hat these lapses have cost 
th e world. 
It is possible, to be 
concrete, to take the recen t Czech 
crisis and its bloody results, an d 
trace it back to th e com prom ises 
evolved in that little P arisia n room 
w here Wilson. Lloyd G eorge, C leni- 
enceau and O rlando craw led about 
am ong the m aps strew n on th e floor, 
trying week a lte r week to reduce to 
a form ula the blood an d tears of 
a w ished-for peace. 
M ost of Mr. L oth’s ra th e r sh o rt 
book focusses on th e w ar an d the 
lienee negotiations th e re afte r. T hese 
are the things from W ilson’s career 
w hich have most direct bearing on 
the present; the things w hich th e 
"fifteenth point,” m eaning W ilson’s 
ch aracter,
